A QUESTIOJNABLB CHAMPION- 
SHIP. 

Wo uro nil ncciuaintej willi that by no 
moans novel Uluatralioii of tho moth and the 
candlo. How ollon wo sco man iu his giddy 
momaolB the oouotorpart ol the foolish in- 
seot, rnsbing madly to the light that burns 
up hia vitals. The gamblor will follow the 
Boduotivo dico until ruin staroa him in tho 
face, and tho drunkard will hug tho bottle 
thali not only etcals away hia brains but robs 
him of life itself ; it is loft however to our 
motniDg oootemporary to add a now instance 
of Belf'^lmmolatioa in clinging to a policy 
tvhiob, acoordiag to its owo ratbar dcapaiiing 
picture, baa doprociatod property fifty per 
oont., madn half our houses tunantloas, and 
forced into c.wiberuiit growth grass on the 
wharves and uiushrooms on the walks. Thi.i 
is BOtunlly worse than grasping tho torpedo ; 
for thd crump fiib with its numbing shocks 
leaves us but little option of relinquiablDg 
our Bclf-punisbing hold ; but to adhere vol> 
untarily to a policy that producos ruin is 
insanity itself. AVo do not think, however, our 
oonlcmpory is so inlout on auicldu .■\d he 
would havo us believo, for we find, fui t in- 
atcly, that he never makca one assertion but 
ho pats fornaid anotbar to oontrodiot it. Wc 
cannot of coarse object to a system which is 
based on tho habics of nature herself; for 
are we not told that tho earth for every 
poison produced, brings forth at the sumo time 
an antidote ; ami when our morning contcrns 
porary ioforms us iu one page that tbe policy 
of the eonntrjr has brought tbioga to a ruinous 
condition, it is only what we might reason- 
ably expect to be told in another that we arc 
in a high degrea of prosperity. For example : 

" Last spring Mr. Pcmbcrlon was a strong Pro- 
tortioiiiiit — but having seou jiropcrty depreciate 
fifty per cent, in value — ono-lialf of tlichousci in 
Victoria tonantless — grass growing on tho wliarvei 
and mtuhrooms on Birdcage AVallt — lie lias re- 
pented of his error," 

As the Legislature! has not adopted a 
tariff on any description of raercliau- 
dise, we can only concludo that tho de- 
preciation of property and the dismal 
concomitants of grabs and mushrooms, must 
have been brought about by some other 
means. It is true the landing permits on 
vegetablea havo been increased, and there 
baa been a poll tax imposed on cuttlo, but we 
do not think a half dozon of canoes more 01 
lesa coming into tho harbor from VVhidhy 
Islaod or Pugct Sound would afloct very 
materially the growth of muahrooms. If it 
does, we would advise tbe agrionltural 
aooiety to make a note of it. So far as t ho 
cattle ia ooncerned we have not beard that 
tho slight lax Las diminished in any material 
degree tho consumption of fresh meat ; il it 
has bad the fottiliziag influcnoo ol producing 
in a very few months a crop of timothy 
OD tbe wharves we would commond it to 
tbe farmeri as 000 of tho cheapest descrip- 
tions of grass teed. We are afraid, however, 
our contemporary will not do it this justice, and 
we must only take iiia eloijuent jero miado in 
its true senso, and attribute any reverse wu 
may have sustained to SMinethiiif,' very lout; 
prior to any increase on our potato permits. 
It is at all events pleasing, after tbe above 
melanoboly allusion to tbe verdant appear- 
uooe of the wharves, to find in tbe following 
sentence that wo are not so badly off after 
all : 

"The inliucncc of a liberal commercial polir) 
upon every industrial pursuit suited to our [wpii- 
lation and resources can tjo 8ho\\'n ko clearly tc 
havo been Leiiufi(:i:\!, tli:it the wnmliT is, not tint 
thero arc no many iu f:ivor of it, hut tti.-it any nue 
with a stake in \hu country should ho opposed to 
it." 

As an instance, we sopposo, of the bene- 
ficial " inflaeaoo of a liberal commercial 
policy upon every industrial pursuit,'' out 
contemporary says : 

" Every other pursuit fbut tbe farming] haa to 
b» oarrimon utuur tha credit >yit«i», and tailors, 
■hoemakers, grocers, and even retailers of farm 
produee, hav» to ttagger under a load of bad 
dtbti." 

This i.« a '• liberal otTimoreiiil polioy '' iii» 
deed tlml .uiiis I'le t.iilor, hliuepKikiT, 
grocer, rutailrr of l.trrii pruduco, and (^viry 
other per.-ioii enijii^^'in! in a i: jii-a^rieiillural 
pursuit. For our part wu would rather hare 
a policy less liberal and more profitable, ono 
that would nol, for instance, compel tbe oom- 
rauoity to " stagger under a load of bad 
debts." We have opposed tho commercial 
policy of tlie country eertaiiiiy, hut wo hiive 
never said anything li.-ilf .lo auvere aguinst it 
as this. Coupled with tho " grass " the 
"mushroom" and tho "staggering under 
debt " characteristic, wo think tho " free 
port party," if there be so mythical a body 
now in tbe colony, will have rcison to re- 
joice at tho pleasing admidsions of thoir 
obampion. 

On other matter.? the Chronicle is no leris 
startlin;,'. We nro told in one plneo thai 
ovatybody pays taxes but the laruier, that 
everybody has to give credit but the farmer, 
that ovory marhot ia limited compared to his 
— that he buy.4 cheap imj hi.lls dear ; and yet 
after all thoao bled.sings .sliowerod on the for- 
tunate a;;rioidtiiri.9t'8 head that individual, 
our contenipurary, soya; — 

" Dijc'ri nut r;ii-;f' ennu«h pr.liil for lien-ftM'^l' 
thoUK!i llnur iiml whir.a havo heun for yeara ;,t 
ilouhlf the rail' i nf miy o^her euiiritry. Tlin mmu 
may Ijc h.iid of hi< iinidnc tionH nf nil other farm 
commoiliiii'H 1 ti-c|iunK potatoes, with whicli, 
aided hy the Ii dmiiH, he siippliei the inurkot." 

Hero wo havo happily tho "bane and 

ootidote both before us." Tho farmer is Maid 

to be (be most ftvorcd man in tho country, 

;fet, wo aro told, tha only thing with which he 

Is oapablo of supplying the market is 

potatoes — ati admisHion in favor of the 

daty on that nrtielo truly uHloiiishiii^j. Had 

there boon an inipo.sil ion on grain, probably 

the hen-Iced niatket, liku tho jiotato luarkol, 

would havu boon motu abundantly Hupplied. 

Doei it not, however, strike our oontemporx 



ary ns oemg rutlior elrange that, if farming is 
so profilablo, people should throw away their 
limn in other pursuita which only result in 
loads of debt. It is rather taxing our rca- 
Boning faoultiOB to tell us first that a com- 
raeroial policy which ruins everybody in 
commerce, destroys in lact every vocation 
but the agriculturist, is a benoliclal ono ; nod 
inthoseoond place tuat tho moai profitable 
oeoupatiun ia tho only one that is shunned ! 
Wo shall oonolude our comments 00 tho 
C/tronicle's rather rumarkablo free port od- 
vocaoy by giving another quotation. After 
showing how backward, if not indeed imbe". 
cilo, aro our farmers— after declaring that 
thoy do not supply one-tenth tho homo mar- 
ket— wu havo the following extraordinary 
statement : 

"Tho baokwardnoss of our agriculluro m iio( 
as i/rcat in !>ro,H» tioii to it» resources, iii it is in 
other countries. We aro making very fair pro- 
greui, taking into account tho quantity of our 
land and tho rates of interest on money." 

When men try to piovo that two and two 
make five wo may naturally expect some 
queer ratiocination. In the present instance 
when out contemporary is attempting a sim- 
ilar feat wo have simply given blm tbe bene- 
fit of his own tether — a " lino " of reasoning 
which trips him up more effoclually than all 
the political economy wo might write from 
this to Doomsday.
